The undersigned presents the foregoing as a true statement 
of cash received and expended for the past year. Also the liabil- 
ities and assets of the town. Ona careful examination of the 
bouks and papers of the Selectmen and Treasurer I am satisfied 
that the affairs of our town have been very prudently managed 
for the year past. The figures show quite a reduction of the in- 
debtedness of the town and would have shown a larger one had 
it not been for quite a large amount of bills contracted the year 
before and not presented: for settlement until this year. It is 
claimed by the Selectmen that they have settled all or nearly all 
of the bills contracted by them this year. It is very desirable 
that all having bills against the town should present them for set- 
tlement before the close of each business year which is March Ist, 
as the Selectmen who contracted them can settle them better than 
those who know but little about them. I would beg leave to 
make one suggestion for your consideration. We raise a large 


li 


sum as a highway tax each year and in addition to that if you 
look over the reports of your Auditors for a few years past you 
will find we use quite a large amount of cash beside to keep our 
highways and bridges in repair. It is believed by many that if a 
much less amount than we raise annually asa highway tax was 
raised in money and properly expended our highways and bridges 
might be kept in much better repair without disturbing the other 
resources of the town. '
